the following words: 


An Ordinance expressive of the consent of the City of 
Lancaster to the proposed alteration in the route of the Phila- 
delphia and Columbia Rail Road. 


Whereas by a Resolution of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, duly proved 
by His Excellency the Governor on the 24th of April last, the 
Canal Commissioners are authorised and required to allow the 
Corporation of the City of Lancaster to change the location 
of the Philadelphia and Columbia Rail Road between the Little 
& Big Conestoga Bridges, so that the same shall pass through 
the City of Lancaster at or near the intersection of North 
Queen & Chestnut Streets and to grade and form the same 
for a double track of said Rail way, for the performance of 
which work the said Commissioners shall pay to the said Cor- 
poration a sum not exceeding $60,000; And Whereas the said 
Resolution is not to take effect or be in force, unless at public 
meetings in their respective wards, the consent in writing of 
at least two thirds of the taxable inhabitants of the City be 
obtained, and the consent of the Corporation itself be ex- 
pressed by an ordinance; And Whereas two thirds of the 
taxable inhabitants of the City have in writing in pursuance 
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of the provisions of the said Resolution expressed their con- 
sent thereto. 

Therefore be it ordained and enacted by the Citizens of 
Lancaster in Select & Common Councils assembled that the 
Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of said City consent to the 
contemplated change in the location of the Philadelphia and 
Columbia Rail road and hereby obligate themselves to pay all 
damages that may accrue as well by the change of the loca- 
tion of said road, as those caused by the original location, 
which damages shall be appraised and assessed in the same 
manner as upon other sections of said road, and also all sums 
over the said $60,000 necessary to effect said change and com- 
plete as aforesaid that part of the road between the said 
Bridges; and also that they will finish and complete with 
Rails in like manner at their own expense the additional 
length occasioned by said change, and that the said road shall 
be graded and formed for a double track of Rail way on or 
before the first day of April 1833, provided that the Canal 
Commissioners enter into a contract with the said Mayor, 
Aldermen and Citizens to pay them the sum of Sixty thousand 
dollars for making the said change and doing the said work 
agreeably to the terms and provisions of the said Resolution. 

Section 224 And be it further ordained by the authority 
aforesaid that the Mayor of the City be and he is hereby re- 
quested forthwith to transmit to the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth a Copy of this Ordinance, together with copies of 
the papers signed by the taxable inhabitants of the City sig- 
nifying their consent to the proposed alteration of the route 
of the Rail road.

pike road, with Horses, Cattle, Carts and Carriages with the 
exceptions contained in the said Acts of Assembly. 


Monday May 7th 1832. 

In compliance with a requisition made by his Excellency the 
Governor of the State of New York, an order was this day 
signed by the Governor of this State authorising and requir- 
ing John McKinney Junr Sheriff of the County of Warren in 
this State to deliver into the custody of Judson Southland 
Deputy Sheriff of the County of Chautauque, a certain John 
H. Marshall late of the Town off Ellicott in the said County 
and State of New York as a fugitive from justice charged 
by indictment of a Grand jury of the said county with having 
committed therein the crime of Grand Larceny, in order that 
the said fugitive may be removed for trial to the said State 
having jurisdiction of the crime with which he stands charged 
as aforesaid. 


Tuesday May 8th 1832. 

In compliance with the recommendation and request con- 
tained in an address from both Houses of the General As- 
sembly, and by virtue of the authority in such case given 
in and by the Constitution of this Commonwealth, the Gover- 
nor this day Signed a Supersedeas, and the same was issued 
under the Great Seal of the Commonwealth removing Britton 
Evans from the Office of Justice of the peace for the fifth 
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district composed of the townships of Moyamensing Pass- 
yunk and Southwark in the County of Philade and revoking 
and annulling the Commission that was granted to him on 
the twenty eight day of January One thousand eight hun- 
dred for the said Office, and all the rights powers & duties 
incident thereto. 


Wednesday May 9th 1832. 


A Warrant was this day signed by the Governor and 
issued in favor of Alexander Mullen only surviving legal 
representative of James Mullen decd formerly of the Militia 
of Cumberland county the Sum of ten dollars being the bounty 
due to the said James Mullen under the provisions of an Act 
of the General Assembly of this Commonwealth passed the 
19th day of March 1816 for services as a Militia man in the 
province of Upper Canada, with the detachment of troops 
under the Command of Major General Brown in the month 
of July 1814 at which time it appears he was killed in actual 
Service. 

Two other warrants were at the same time signed by the 
Governor and issued, authorising Samuel McKean, Daniel 
Sturgeon and Alexander Mahon Esquires Commissioners of 
the Internal Improvement fund of the Commonwealth, to pay 
to Alexander Mahon Esqr Treasurer of the Board of Canal 
Commissioners or to his order out of the monies arising from 
the permanent loan under the act of the thirtieth day of 
March last, the two several sums of one hundred thousand 
dollars; and seventy five thousand dollars—the first men- 
tioned sum to be judiciously expended by the said Commis- 
sioners in the work of constructing the public improvements; 
and the latter sum in repairing the several lines of Canal 
and Rail road according to the true intent and meaning of 
the several Acts of the General Assembly which authorise 
the same. 


Thursday May 10th 1832. 


The Governor this day appointed and commissioned Colonel 
Samuel Paynter of the County of Philadelphia to be a Com- 
missioner to unite with William G. Alexander and Frederick 
G. Wolbert the two remaining Commissioners in executing an 
Act of the General Assembly, passed the twenty fourth day 
of January last entitled. An Act authorising the laying out 
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of streets and roads in the township of Passyunk in the 
County of Philadelphia according to the true intent and 
meaning thereof, which appointment was made to supply the 
vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Thomas D. Grover 
who was named and appointed a Commissioner in and by 
the said Act of the General Assembly. 

A Proclamation was this day signed by the Governor and 
the same was issued under the Great Seal of the State in 
the following words viz:

town and neighbourhood. 

And Whereas, the reputation of the government, the peace 
and security of its Citizens and the obligations of justice and 
humanity require that the perpetrators of so daring a crime 
should be discovered and punished, I have therefore thought 
proper to issue this proclamation, hereby offering a reward of 
Two hundred dollars, to any person or persons who shall 
apprehend and secure the incendiary or incendiaries in the 
Jail of the County of Schuylkill; which sum is to be paid 
upon the conviction of the perpetrators of the crime afore- 
said; and I do moreover promise a free pardon to any acces- 
sary who may give such information as may lead to the con- 
viction of the offender or offenders, and all Judges, Justices, 
Sheriffs, Coroners, Constables and other officers within this 
Commonwealth are hereby required and enjoined to be at- 
tentive and vigilant in enquiring after and bringing to Justice 
the person or persons guilty of the crime aforesaid.

prisoner, the generous interference of the MHonble Messrs 
Speight and Carson, Representatives in Congress from the 
State of North Carolina in his behalf and especially the hu- 
mane and friendly offer of the latter to take him under his 
own care and protection with a view to his reformation. 

Andrew Pettit, Robert Patterson, Clement C. Biddle, Peter 
A. Browne and Thomas Roberts Esquires of the City of Phila- 
delphia were this day appointed by the Governor Commis- 
sioners to superintend the drawing of the Union Canal Lottery 
numbered thirteen and fourteen for the year 1832 of a new 
series of lotteries authorized in and by an Act of the General 
Assembly of this Commonwealth passed the 24 day of April 
1811 entitled, “‘An Act to incorporate the Union Canal Company 
of Pennsylvania,” and to do and perform all such other mat- 
ters and things as is enjoined upon and required of them in 
and by the said Act of the General Assembly. 





Monday June 25th 1832. 


William Andrews was this day appointed and commissioned 
a Justice of the peace in and for the district numbered nine, 
composed of the township of Fallowfield in the County of 
Crawford. 

Daniel Rourk convicted on the 17th of April last, before the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer General Quarter sessions &c, 
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held in and for the City and County of Philadelphia, of the 
crime of Manslaughter, was this day pardoned by the Gover- 
nor upon the recommendation of the prosecuting attorney, the 
jury who sat in his case &c. 


A Warrant was this day signed by the Governor, authoriz- 
ing the State Treasurer to pay to William Rawle Hsqr one 
of the Commissioners for revising the Code of Pennsylvania, 
or to his order the sum of five hundred dollars, being a quart- 
erly payment due him on the 24th instant under the authority 
of the Resolution of the seventh of April last.

A! warrant was this day signed by the Governor and issued 
authorising Samuel McKean, Daniel Sturgeon and Alexander 
Mahon Esquires Commissioners of the internal improvement 
fund of the Commonwealth, to pay to Alexander Mahon Esqr 
Treasurer of the Board of Canal Commissioners or to his 
order, the sum of Three hundred thousand dollars, bequeathed 
by the late Stephen Girard to the Commonwealth, for the 
purpose of internal improvement by Canal navigation, and 
appropriated accordingly by an Act of the General Assembly 
of the ninth instant, which sum is to be expended by the 
said Commissioners, according to the true intent and mean- 
ing of the Will of the said Stephen Girard and of the Act 
of the General Assembly appropriating the said legacy.

his order out of the monies arising from the permanent loan 
under the Act of the 30th of March last, the sum of Fifty 
thousand dollars, appropriated by law to the repairs of the 
several lines of Canal and Rail road, to be judiciously applied 
and expended by the said Commissioners according to the true 
intent and meaning of the several Acts of Assembly and to 
be accounted for as is directed by law. 

Josiah Hall of the County of Warren was this day appointed 
and Commissioned by the Governor to be an Associate Judge 
of the Court of Commonpleas in and for the said County. 





Thursday July 26th 1832. 
The fine of fifty pounds which was imposed by the Court of 
General Quarter sessions of the peace of the County of Brad- 
ford on the ninth day of February last upon a certain John 
Benson who was then convicted of the crime of Adultery— 
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was this day remitted by the Governor in compliance with 
a recommendation from the Commissioners of the County, 
eight of the Jurors who tried the prisoner, and a number of 
other respectable Citizens, who have represented that this is 
the first offence of which the said John Benson has been con- 
victed in a Court of law, and entertaining strong doubts of 
his guilt, they have and ‘do consider him to be a suitable ob- 
ject of clemency. 


Friday July 27th 1832. 

In compliance with the requisition of His Excellency Dun- 
can McArthur Esquire Governor of the State of Ohio, the Gov- 
ernor of this State issued an order requiring and authorising 
John B. Gibson Esquire Chief Justice of this Commonwealth, 
to issue his Warrant in due form of law directed to any 
Constable or other proper Officer for apprehending and secur- 
ing a certain John D. Moore late of the County of Belmont 
in the State of Ohio who was at the March term of the year 
1831 of the Court of Commonpleas holden in and for the said 
County of Belmont indicted by the Grand Jury of the County 
aforesaid for the crime of Horse stealing and having fled from 
justice, it is affirmed and believed that he now resides at the 
mouth of Muddy creek near the line of the Counties of Greene 
and Fayette in this State; and that when apprehended and 
secured, to be delivered to John Varner the present duly 
authorised Agent, or to any other Agent duly commissioned 
and authorised to receive the said Fugitive, and to remove him 
into the said State ‘of Ohio for trial having jurisdiction of his 
crime as aforesaid, under the provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States, and the Act of Congress in such case 
made and provided. 


Saturday July 28th 1832. 


A Proclamation was this day signed by the Governor, and 
issued under the Great Seal of the State in the following 
words—

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_ Whereas, I have received authentic information that Cap- 
tain William Donnelley, a citizen of Morris township in the 
County of Huntingdon in this Commonwealth, was on the 
night of the 224 inst, attrociously murdered in his own house, 
by some person or persons unknown: And whereas, the reputa- 
tion of the government, ithe peace and security of its citizens, 
and the obligations of Justice and humanity require that the 
perpetrator of an offence so heinous should be brought to 
speedy and condign punishment—I have therefore thought 
proper to issue this proclamation, hereby offering a reward 
of One hundred dollars to any person or persons who shall 
apprehend the murderer or murderers within the County of 
Huntingdon, and secure him or them in the Jail of-the said 
County ; and the sum of Two hundred and fifty dollars, if the 
said offender or offenders shall be apprehended and secured 
without the limits of this State—which sum or sums are to be 
paid on the conviction of the perpetrator or perpetrators of 
the crime aforesaid; And all Judges, Justices, Sheriffs, Coro- 
ners, Constables, and other officers within this Commonwealth, 
are hereby required and enjoined to be attentive and vigilant 
in enquiring after, and bringing to Justice the alleged per- 
petrator or perpetrators of the crime aforesaid.

Simon Reigel of the County of Lancaster was this day ap- 
pointed and commissioned by the Governor an Agent to 
bring from the State of Ohio, into this State for trial a certain 
George Wilhause late of the said County who is a fugitive 
from justice charged with fornication and bastardy committed 
in the said County with a certain Susan Schner now Susan 
Sheppard and for whose delivery to the said Agent a requisi- 
tion to the Governor of the State of Ohio was this day made 
by the Governor of this State, under the provisions contained 
in the Constitution of the United States, and the Act of Con- 
gress of the 12th day of February 1793. 

A Warrant was this day signed by the Governor authoris- 
ing the State Treasurer to pay to John Findley Esquire of 
Mercer County the sum of One hundred and sixty two dollars 
for fifty four days services as a Member of the Board of 
Canal Appraisers from the 20th day of June to the 12t day 
of August 1832 at three dollars per day under the authority 
contained in the Act of Assembly of the 6th day of April 1880. 





Tuesday July 31st 1832. 


The Governor this day appointed and commissioned the 
following named persons to the offices set opposite to their 
names respectively that is to say: Richard O, Hulbert to be 
a ‘Justice of the peace in & for the district numbered one, 
composed of the Townships of Mill creek and McKean & the 
borough of Erie, in the County of Erie. 

Thomas Sergeant of the City of Philadelphia, Samuel D. 
Ingham of the County of Bucks and Joseph Burke of the 
County of Northampton Commissioners under the authority 
contained in a Resolution of the General Assembly of this 
Commonwealth, passed the tenth day of April last, on the 
part of this Commonwealth, to meet a like number (if the 
same shall be appointed on the part of the State of New Jer- 
sey) to view the dam complained of, as well as any obstruc- 
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tions authorised by either State, or the Citizens thereof, and 
ascertain the facts and make report thereon to the Governors 
of their respective States, to be by them submitted to the 
Legislatures thereof, and to do and perform all other duties 
that are enjoined and required of the Commissioners on the 
part of jthhis Commonwealth in and by the said Resolution 
of the General Assembly. 


A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Jacob 
S. Brown who was convicted of the crime of Forgery upon 
four indictments, and sentenced by the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer and Jail delivery of the County of Lancaster on the 
twenty-fifth day of January 1831, to undergo four years im- 
prisonment at hard labour, in solitary confinement in the 
State penitentiary, and to pay four several fines amounting 
to one dollar with costs of suit &ca which fines were remitted 
and pardon granted in compliance with a recommendation from 
a very considerable number of the most respectable Citizens 
of the County of Lancaster. 


Thursday August 24 1832. 
Samuel Kirk was this day appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to be a Justice of the peace in and for the 
district numbered five, composed ‘of the townships of Cranberry, 
and parts of Middlesex, Butler and Connequenessing in the 
County of Butler, 


Friday August 34 1832. 
John Marquart was this day appointed and commissioned 
to be a Justice of the peace, in and for the district numbered 
one, composed of the Borough and Township of Lebanon in 
the County of Lebanon. 


Monday August 6th 1832. . 

William Atlee Vickroy, was this day appointed and commis- 

sioned by the Governor to be a Justice of the peace in and 

for the district numbered twelve composed of the township 
of St. Clair in the County of Bedford. 
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Tuesday August 7th 1832. 


’ John Landis was this day appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to be a Justice of the peace in and for the dis- 
trict numbered eight, composed of the townships of Warwick 
and Elizabeth in the County of Lancaster. 

Henry Kamerer of the County of Dauphin was at the same 
time appointed and Commissioned by the Governor to be an 
Agent to bring from the district of Columbia into this State 
for trial a certain Thomas J. Hodson, a fugitive from Justice, 
now residing in the City of Washington who stands charged 
on oath with having committed within the said County of 
Dauphin in this State, the crime of Forgery, and for whose 
delivery to the said Agent a requisition was this day made 
by the Governor of this State to the Chief Magistrate vested 
with the Executive authority in and over the district of 
Columbia. 

William Lecky of the County of Allegheny and Robert Finley 
and Joseph Barr of the County of Washington were also this 
day appointed by the Governor Commissioners to view and 
examine the Monongahela and Coalhill Turnpike road in the 
County of Allegheny, and with all convenient despatch to re- 
port to him in writing under their respective hands and 
Seals and on their oaths or affirmations whether the said 
Turnpike road throughout the whole distance thereof has been 
made and perfected in a complete and workmanlike manner 
according to the true intent and meaning of the Act of the 
General Assembly of the 10th day of April 1828 which autho- 
rises the making of the said road. 

The Governor this day remitted the sentences of several 
Courts of Judicature which were passed upon William Mc- 
Ihenny and William Smith 5 in the City and County of Phila- 
delphia, as far. only as regards the residue of their imprison- 
ment and their fines in compliance with the recommendation 
of the Inspectors of the prison of Philadelphia—the said per- 
sons having been convicted of the following crimes and of- 
fences—that is to say—William MecIlhenny of the crimes of 
Assault and Battery with an attempt to murder, and also of 
a conspiracy to escape, and sentenced for the whole of the 
said crimes by the Mayors Court, and Court of Oyer and 
Terminer of the City and County of Philadelphia on the 5th 
of May 1824 and the 7th of January 1825 to undergo imprison- 
ment at hard labour for the term of ten years and pay the 
costs of Suit &ca. And the said William Smith 5 of the crime 
of Larceny and Sentenced by the Court of General Quarter 
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sessions of the peace of the County of Philadelphia on the 
18th of September 1827 to undergo imprisonment at hard labor 
for the term of five years and fined three cents with costs of 
suit. 

The Governor this day also remitted the fines which were 
Imposed upon Archippus Parrish William ©. Johnston and 
Daniel Carey of the County of Luzerne upon their being sever- 
ally convicted of keeping a Tipling house that is to say Arch- 
ippus Parrish upon two indictments, two fines of five each; 
William C. Johnston upon one indictment of ten dollars; and 
Daniel Carey upon two indictments of ten dollars each, which 
remission was granted in compliance with a recommendation 
from a considerable number of very respectable Citizens of 
the said County of Luzerne, who consider the said persons 
under all the circumstances to be suitable objects of clemency. 





Wednesday August 8th 1832. 


The Governor this day appointed Walter S. Franklin a Com- 
missioner on the part of this State (in the room and stead of 
Thomas Sergeant who has resigned that office) to unite with 
the two remaining Commissioners on the part of this State, all 
of whom to meet a like number (if the same shall be ap- 
pointed on the -part of the State of New Jersey) to view the 
dam complained of, or any obstructions authorized by either 
State or the Citizens thereof, and ascertain the facts, and 
make report thereon to the Governors of the respective states 
to be by them submitted to the Legislatures thereof, and to 
do and perform all other duties in conjunction with the said 
two other Commissioners on the part of this State which are 
enjoined and required of them in and by a Resolution of the 
General Assembly passed on the tenth day of April last en- 
titled ““A Resolution relative to the use of the Waters of the 
river Delaware.” 


Friday August 10th 1832. 
Thomas Ellis was this day appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to be'a Justice of the peace in and for the dis- 
trict numbered one, composed of the townships of Loyalsock, 
Muncy, Hepburn and Fairfield, and part of the township of 
Washington including the Borough of Williamsport in the 
County of Lycoming. 
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Saturday August 11th 1832. 


The Governor this day signed a Warrant authorising the 
State Treasurer 'to pay to Charles F. Meunch the sum of two 
hundred and seventy four dollars being the balance of his 
account as Contractor with the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth for folding stitching and delivering the Pamphlet laws 
of the present session of the General Assembly in accordance 
with the provisions of the supplemental Act of Assembly of 
the eleventh day of April last, and the amount of his ac- 
count for half binding two hundred copies of the same laws. 


Monday August 13th 1832. 


Joseph Otto, Horance Coleman and Renselaer Wright Es- 
quires of the County of McKean were this day appointed by 
the Governor Commissioners to view and examine the further 
distance or section of two miles and a half of the Lycoming 
and Potter turnpike road now reported to be finished and with 
all convenient despatch to report to the Governor in writing 
under their respective hands and seals, and their Oaths or 
Affirmations, whether the said section of two miles and a half 
of Turnpike road as before described is ‘connected with the 
sections heretofore licenced, and made and perfected in a 
compleat and workmanlike manner according to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the Act of the General Assembly of the 
11th day of February 1816 and the several supplements thereto 
which authorise the making of the said Turnpike road. 

Two Warrants were this day signed by the Governor au- 
thorising Samuel McKean, Daniel Sturgeon and Alexander 
Mahon Esquires Commissioners of the Internal improvement 
fund of the Commonwealth to pay to Alexander Mahon Esqr 
Treasurer of the Board of Canal Commissioners or to his 
order, the two several sums of One hundred and sixty nine 
thousand One hundred and two dollars and eighty four cents— 
And fifty two thousand nine hundred and ninety three dollars 
and forty seven cents, out of the fund arising from the per- 
manent loan under the Act of the General assembly of the 
30th day of March last, the first mentioned sum to be judi- 
ciously applied by the said Commissioners in the work of con- 
structing the public works, and the last mentioned sum to the 
repairs of the several lines of Canal and Rail road according 
to the true intent and meaning of the several Acts of Assembly 
in such case made 23d provided and to be accounted for as 
directed by law. 
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A license was this day signed by the Governor and issued 
under the Great Seal of the State authorising the President 
and Managers of the Pittsburg and Birmingham Turnpike 
road company in the County of Allegheny, to erect and fix 
such and so many gates and turnpikes upon and across the 
said Turnpike road throughout the whole distance thereof, as 
will be necessary and sufficient to collect the tolls and duties 
by the Acts of the General Assembly of the 10th day of April 
1828, and the 14th day of January 1830 to the said Company 
from all persons travelling on and using the said Turnpike 
road, with Horses cattle Carts and Carriages with the ex- 
ceptions mentioned and contained in the said Acts of Assembly. 

The Governor this day remitted the sentence of the Mayors 
Court of the City of Philadelphia, which was passed upon a 
certain Samuel B. Cutter on the 318t day of December 1829, 
so far only as regards the residue of the imprisonment at 
hard labour, and the fine which was imposed upon him by the 
said Court for the crime of Larceny of which he was then 
convicted, in compliance with the recommendation of the 
Mayor and police officers of the City of Philadelphia, with the 
late prosecuting Attorney for the Commonwealth in the said 
Court, all of whom have stated that the prisoner since his 
confinement has given useful information, and rendered im- 
portant services to the police, and otherwise behaved himself 
well, it being also certified that the principal part of the goods 
mentioned in the bills of Indictment have been recovered.

A. Browne and Thomas P. Roberts Esquires of the City of 
Philadelphia, were this day appointed by the Governor Com- 
missioners to superintend the drawing of the Union Canal 
Lotteries Numbered Seventeen & eighteen for the year 1832 
of a new series of lotteries authorised in and by an Act of 
the General Assembly of this Commonwealth, passed the second 
day of April 1811 entitled, “An Act to incorporate the Union 
Canal Company of Pennsylvania,” and to do all other Acts 
and things which are required and enjoined upon them as 
Commissioners aforesaid in and by the said Act of the General 
Assembly. 
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Saturday August 18th 1832. 


The Governor this day remitted the sentence of the Mayors 
Court of the City of Philadelphia, which was passed upon a 
certain James Selby on the 5th day of June last, so far only 
as regards the residue of his imprisonment at hard labour 
and the fine which was imposed upon him by the said Court 
for the crime of Larceny of which he was then convicted, in 
compliance with the recommendation of the Mayor and several 
of the Members of the Philadelphia Prison society with a con- 
siderable number of other respectable Citizens of Philadelphia, 
certifying his former good character and this being his first 
offence, they consider him to be a suitable object of clemency, 
which sentence was an imprisonment for two years separate 
and solitary confinement at hard labour in the Eastern peni- 
tentiary &ca and fined one cent with costs &ca. 

The Governor this day signed a Warrant authorising the 
State Treasurer to pay to William Scott, Andrew Christy and 
James Waugh Hsquires of the County of Mercer the sum of 
six hundred dollars, to be applied and judiciously expended 
in rebuilding the Bridge over Shenango ereek at Greenville 
in the said County of Mercer, agreeably to the true intent and 
meaning of the thirty fifth section of an Act of the General 
Assembly entitled “An Act td authorise the laying out of a 
State road in Lancaster and Berks Counties, and for other 
purposes; for the faithful expenditure of which sum the said 
Commissioners are to be accountable. 





Wednesday August 22nd 1832. 


A Warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorising 
Samuel McKean, Daniel Sturgeon and Alexander Mahon 
Esquires Commissioners of the Internal Improvement fund of 
the Commonwealth, to pay to Alexander Mahon Esqr Treasurer 
of the Board of Canal Commissioners or to his order out of 
the monies arising from the permanent loan under the Act of 
the 30th March last appropriated by law for the construction 
of the public works, the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, to be judiciously applied and expended by the said 
Commissioners in the work of constructing said improvements 
according to the true intent and meaning of the several Acts 
of the General Assembly which authorise the same and to be 
accounted for as is directed by law. 

A Warrant was also drawn on the State Treasurer and signed 
by the Governor, authorising the payment of two thousand 
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five hundred dollars to the President Managers and Company 
for erecting a Bridge over the North Branch of the river 
Susquehanna at or near Cattawissa in Columbia County being 
the first instalment on two hundred shares of the stock of the 
said Company in the name and for the use of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania in accordance with the provisions of 
the second section of the supplement of the 10th of April 1828 
the facts required by that supplement having been duly certified 
to the Governor. 


The Governor this day issued his lecters patent under the 
Great Seal of the State incorporating the subscribers to the 
stock of the Bank of Middletown in the County of Dauphin 
agreeably to the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly 
passed the ninth day of June last entitled, “An Act to estab- 
lish the Bank of Middletown,” referring to and adopting cer- 
tain provisions of other Acts of Assembly passed the 21st day 
of March 1814, the 25th day of March 1824 and the 11th day 
of April 1827, it appearing that the requirements and enact- 
ments of the General Assembly have been complied with, and 
a majority of the Commissioners appointed to carry into effect 
the establishment of the Bank in and by the first mentioned 
Act of Assembly have duly certified that more than fifty per- 
sons have subscribed two thousand shares of the stock, and 
have actually paid into the hands of the attending Commis- 
sioners twenty per cent on the amount so subscribed being 
twenty thousand dollars. |

Whereas in and by a certain Act of the General Assembly 
of this Gommonwealth passed the ninth day of June last en- 
titled, “An Act to establish the Bank of Middletown,” referring 
to and adopting certain provisions of other Acts of Assembly 
passed the 21st day of March 1814, the 25th day of March 
1824, and the 11th day of April 1827, it is provided and enacted 
that a Bank shall be established in the County of Dauphin, 
to be known by the name of the Bank of Middletown, to be 
located at Middletown in the said County of Dauphin, and 
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that when fifty or more persons shall have subscribed not less 
than half the number of shares allotted to the said Bank, and 
the sum of twenty per cent has been actually paid on the 
amount so subscribed, the Commissioners named in the first

by the Speaker of the Senate in the presence of the Members 
of the Senate, and the Speaker and Members of the House 
of Representatives, and the said Oaths were subscribed by him. 

Proclamation of the said Election having been duly made 
and the Governor being duly qualified as aforesaid he ad- 
dressed both Houses of the Legislature in the following 
words to wit: 

Fellow Citizens: 

By a majority of the suffrages with which I have been 
recently favoured by the freemen of this great and flourish- 
ing State, I have been called to discharge for a second term 
of three years, the responsible duties of the first Office in 
their gift. 

In obedience to their will I have’ presented myself here 
and taken the oaths prescribed by the Constitution and laws 
of the Commonwealth preparatory to entering upon the exe- 
cution of the important trust, and I seize this public occa- 
sion to express to the good people of Pennsylvania my most 
grateful acknowledgments for this renewed testimonial of 
their confidence—a confidence the more highly prized, because 
it furnishes the consolatory proof that the acts and measures 
of my administration during the constitutional term which 
has just ended, have been approved by them, and justifies 
the reasonable conclusion, that a similar course of policy 
for that which has now commenced will be equally acceptable 
to them. 

Hitherto the constitution and laws of the United States 
and of this State have been my constant guide, and the hap- 
piness of the people of Pennsylvania has been my peculiar 
aim—Acknowledging the sovereignty of the people, it has been 
my desire, aS well as my endeavour, to ascertain and execute 
their will. Ever bowing submissively to the majesty and 
supremacy of the laws, I have made it my business, as it 
was my duty to see that they were faithfully executed. Hcon- 
omy in the expenditure of the public treasure has been strictly 
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enjoined. The public credit has been carefully maintained, 
and, it is believed, firmly established. Our public works of 
internal improvement have been prosecuted with energy 
diligence and perseverance. A general system of common 
School education has, from time to time, been pertinaciously 
and earnestly urged upon the attention of the Legislature. _ 
A Judiciary system that would ensure justice to be adminis- 
tered to all without sale, denial or delay, has been anxiously 
and zealously recommended. 


Among the measures of our national policy in which Penn- 
sylvania is peculiarly interested, those embracing a protecting 
tariff, internal improvements of a national character, and the 
establishment of a sound currency, in which the people can 
have confidence without endangering their rights have been 
advocated upon all proper occasions. Every Act and every 
measure believed to be calculated to promote the general 
welfare, or to advance the public good, have been called into 
requisition to accomplish these important objects—I shall 
henceforth persevere in the same principles, and continue to 
pursue the same course of policy. 


In compliance with a usage coeval with the organization 
of the government, under the present constitution I have 
said thus much, I shall add no more, but that all the faculties 
and all the energies I possess shall be devoted to the service 
of my native state, and in advancing the prosperity and hap- 
piness of my fellow-citizens.

Charles Kitchen to be Clerk of the Orphans Court, and 
Azariah Prior to be Clerk of the Court of General Quarter 
sessions of the peace, and of Oyer and Terminer and Jail 
delivery holden by the Judges of the Court of Commonpleas 
both in and for the County of Northampton in the room of 
John R. Lattimore superseded. 

Hamilton Alricks of the Borough of Harrisburg to be an.

The Governor this day remitted the Several sentences which 
were passed upon the following named persons by the Courts 
at which they were respectively tried and convicted, so far 
only as regards the residue of the term of their imprisonment, 
and the fines which were imposed upon them respectively for 
the crimes and offences of which they were convicted as fol- 
low, that is to say: William Bassly who was convicted of the 
crime of Larceny, and Sentenced by the Mayors Court of the 
City of Lancaster on the thirteenth day of August One thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty seven to undergo six years 
imprisonment at hard labour and fined in the sum of three 
dollars with costs of Suit &ca, and Edward Chambers who 
was convicted of the like offence and sentenced by the Mayors 
Court of the City of Philadelphia on the 234 day of March 
1831 to undergo three years imprisonment at hard labour, and 
pay the costs of prosecution &ca. 





Wednesday March 20th 1833. 


A Message from the Governor to both Houses of the Legis- 
lature was presented by the Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
communicating a report of a joint committee from the Senate 
and General Assembly of the State of New York, together 
with joint resolutions passed by those two branches of its 
Legislature relative to the proceedings of a Convention of the 
people of South Carolina. 

The Senate and House of Representatives were also in- 
formed by Message from the Governor that John Wallace by 
letter dated at Pittsburg the 4th of March instant tendered 
his resignation of the Office of Justice of the peace for Pitt 
and Wilkins townships in the County of Allegheny to the 
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Executive; and that the said resignation has been accepted, 
which it is believed supercedes the necessity of further pro- 
ceedings in relation thereto. 





Thursday March 21st 1833. 


A Message from the Governor to both Houses of the Leg- 
islature was presented by the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
transmitting for the consideration of the General Assembly 
a communication received from the Governor of the State of 
Alabama inclosing certain Resolutions of the Legislature of 
that State in relation to the Tariff, and the recent proceed- 
ings on the part of the State of South Carolina, 

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to a cer- 
tain Dennis Baird who was convicted of the crime of Perjury 
and Sentenced by the Court of General Quarter sessions of the 
County of Wayne on the 28th day of January 1832, to undergo 
imprisonment at hard labor in the Hastern penitentiary in the 
County of Philadelphia for and during the term of two years 
from the time of conviction, and to pay the costs of Suit &e. 

A warrant was this day signed by the Governor authorizing

sentatives in which it originated with the following reasons 
for his dissent.” 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 


Gentlemen, 


I have examined and maturely considered bill No 27, en- 
titled, “An Act to incorporate the Farmers and Manufacturers’ 
Bank of Delaware County,” and sincere as my desire is to 
concur with the General Assembly, in all their acts and 
measures not prohibited by the constitution nor essentially 
inconsistent with the public interests, or which exhibit ques- 
tions of expediency only, I am nevertheless constrained to 
withhold my assent from the bill in question under a firm 
conviction, that if no immediate benefit shall result to the 
community in which we live from my non-concurrence, I 
shall at least have the satisfaction to know, that I have 
done my endeavour to save that community from what I 
conscientiously believe to be an alarming and much to be 
dreaded evil now manifesting itself in an excited but morbid 
spirit for banking and its concomitant speculation generally 
ending as experience has heretofore taught us in a state 
of depression, distress and ruin. I have therefore directed 
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the Secretary of the Commonwealth to return the bill to the 
House of Representatives in which it originated, with the 
following reasons for my dissent. 


First—The Bank of Delaware county established at Chester 
in that County by the Act of 1814 with a Capital of two 
hundred thousand dollars of which the sum of seventy seven 
thousand five hundred and ten dollars only has been called 
for and paid in by the stockholders is believed to be entirely 
adequate to the wants and necessities of the people and to 
furnish all necessary accommodations for facilitating and 
giving a healthful and vigorous impulse to the prosecution 
of the various branches of industry in progress within the 
county. One hundred and twenty two thousand four hundred 
and ninety dollars of the Capital stock of that bank, a sum 
considerably greater than the whole amount of Capital of 
the bank proposed to be created by the bill under considera- 
tion has never been required to be paid over by the stock- 
holders. The very fact therefore, that so small an amount 
of the Capital of the existing bank has been called for by 
the directors, furnishes strong if not conclusive evidence 
that a greater amount of banking Capital has not hitherto 
been considered necessary for the accommodation of the 
people of Delaware county, and that an additional bank is 
not needed and would answer no useful purpose for mere 
public accommodation especially as the Bank of Delaware 
county by calling in the residue of its Capital may increase 
its discounts and extend its business beyond its present 
operations to an extent far exceeding that which the bank 
contemplated by the bill in Question would from its limited 
capital be enabled to do. ; 


Second—If the bank proposed to be established by the bill 
under consideration had stood alone, and entirely uncon- 
nected with the general press for the incorporation of similar 
institutions from various parts of the State, manifest as it 
is that it cannot be required for any useful purpose, the 
passage of the bill might perhaps have been tolerated upon 
the ground of competition or some other plausible pretext, 
but we cannot shut our eyes against the alarming fact that 
this bill is but one of a batch of bills numbering it is believed 
not less than twenty three providing for the incorporation 
of a like number of banks reported to the Legislature in 
the course of the present session by which it is proposed 
to add to the existing banking capital within the Common- 
wealth the further sum of six millions nine hundred and 
fifty five thousand dollars. It must be obvious to the plainest 
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capacity what a state of things such an addition to the num- 
ber of Banks and to the banking Capital already in operation 
within the Commonwealth must necessarily produce, 


It does not appear that there is any want of Banking 
Capital at present in the State of Pennsylvania (except per- 
haps in some of our manufacturing communities) to discount 
all the good paper that is offered or to afford any and every 
accommodation that prudence would Justify or our citizens 
could reasonably require most if not all of the banks now 
in operation in this Commonwealth it is believed are con- 
ducted upon correct principles and based upon solid founda- 
tions as to capital, and it is believed to be a fact that many. 
of them would gladly extend their discounts provided a safe 
business offered. Under such circumstances, should the pro- 
posed number of banks or any considerable portion of them 
be added to those already in existence the inevitable con- 
sequence must be, that the new institutions must either re- 
main altogether inoperative or they must invite business, which 
latter would be most likely as they would not be willing 
to remain passive spectators of the operations of their more 
prosperous and successfull neighbours; speculation in all its 
destructive varieties, would thus be encouraged, a fictitious, 
unsound value would be given to property, excessive issues 
of banking paper would inundate the county, a brief but 
forced show of prosperity would be produced, ending as all 
such ephemeral excitements founded upon speculation based 
upon borrowed capital inevitably must end, in speedy de- 
pression bankruptcy and ruin. 


Third—The currency of the Commonwealth is, in the present 
state of our banking institutions, considered by all as being 
entirely sound, uniting in the language of the committee of 
banks, “all the requisites of a perfect circulating medium,” 
in that condition. I feel desirous it should remain and would 
therefore refrain from doing any act by which its healthful 
conditions might be endangered, or its character for solidity 
and soundness in any manner tarnished or impaired. An 
increase of banks in situations where the business of the 
community is not of a character to require it, would led to 
such results, and as the rage for such increase seems to be 
gaining strength in every part of the State, it seems to me 
that in order to preserve the State from. return to a period 
of ruin and distress such as it has but recently escaped from, 
it is best that the evil should be met and resisted in its 
inception and the country saved from the disasters which 
a temporizing or yielding policy would be sure to entail upon 
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it. These are my own views of this important subject 
hastily thrown together, should the General Assembly differ 
from me in opinion, and believe me to be in error it is in 
the power of a constitutional majority to set the matter right. 

I have also examined and considered the bill entitled, 
“An Act to incorporate the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Bank of Pittsburg” and believing that the City of Pittsburg 
does require an extension of its (Banking capital to afford 
the facilities and aids necessary to a vigorous and pros- 
perous prosecution of the various and extensive commer- 
cial and manufacturing enterprises in which its citizens are 
engaged. I have approved and signed the same and directed 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth to return it to the House 
of Representatives in which it originated.

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to a cer- 
tain Charles Brown an Indian of the Osage tribe resident 
on the Missouri, who was convicted with others of a Riot 
and sentenced by the Mayors Court of Allegheny and City 
of Pittsburg, in the month of March last to undergo six months 
imprisonment in the Jail of Allegheny County and fined fifteen 
dollars with costs of suit &¢, for which pardon he was well 
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recommended by a number of respectable Citizens of Pitts- 
burg, and which was granted on condition of his leaving 
this State forthwith, and returning to his native home on 
the Missouri.

The Governor having examined and maturely considered 
the bill entitled, “An Act to establish the Farmers and 
Traders Bank of Philadelphia,’ and not approving thereof, 
this day directed the Secretary of the Commonwealth to 
return the same to the House of Representatives in which 
it originated, with his objections as follows—that is to say: 


To the’ Senate and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, 


Gentlemen, 


The bill entitled An Act to establish the Farmers and 
Traders bank of Philadelphia, has been laid before me and 
after a careful examination of its provisions and a full and 
deliberate consideration of the circumstance, connected with 
it, and the grounds upon which its passage has been urged, 
I regret that I cannot by any just process of reasoning, 
bring myself to the conclusion that a bank in the place where 
this is proposed to be located is at all called for, either for 
public accommodation for the advancement of trade, for 
affording facilities to manufacturers or for any other other 
object at all commensurate with the dissadvantages gener- 
ally resulting to the community from a too liberal indulgence 
in the fasinating, allurements to which such institutions invite. 

There are now no less than sixteen banks located in different 
parts of the City and County of Philadelphia with a Capital 
already paid in, if my information is correct, amounting 
in the aggregate to a sum little short of eleven and a half 
millions of dollars, besides a considerable portion of capital 
which the stockholders may be required to pay in at the option 
of the directors. Four of these institutions were authorized 
to be incorporated by Acts of the General Assembly, passed 
at the last session; the passage of one if not two, of which 
was then urged professedly with a view to the trade and 
business upon the river Schuylkill ; one of them the ‘Western 
Bank of Philadelphia,’ with a Capital of Five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, is now in full operation and is said to be lo- 
cated within a mile of the very centre of business upon thut 
river. I am not aware, and I believe it is not pretended that 
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the institution just mentioned, is indisposed or that it has 
not the ability to accommodate every interest and every 
pranch of business connected with the Schuylkill trade and 
if the individuals or companies engaged in that traffic, can 
be accommodated at the Western Bank of. Philadelphia, it 
is difficult to conceive what inducement or what necessity 
there can be for establishing another bank in the same 
neighborhood. It will scarcely be urged that the location of 
the Western Bank, being a mile from the Schuylkill, the 
distance is too great for the convenient transaction of busi- 
ness, if that should really be considered a serious objection, 
we need not be surprised if the Legislature should be called 
upon, by and by, to locate a bank at every business man’s 
door. 

It does not appear that there is any want of banking 
Capital within the City and County of Philadelphia, for the’ 
successful prosecution of all the business operations within 
their limits, nor is there any complaint, that I am aware 
of, of a want of disposition om the part of the banks, to 
accommodate all such as it would be prudent or safe to ac- 
commodate. Under these circumstances it does not appear 
that there is anything in the bill now under consideration, 
to distinguish it from that returned a few days since, for 
establishing the Farmer’s and Manufacturer’s Bank of Dela- 
ware county, except that this bill provides, that the Bank 
shall be kept open by the Officers thereof, beyond the bank- 
ing hours, and until within an hour of the going down of 
the sun, on every business day, for the purpose of paying 
checks, and receiving deposits.” But if the accommodations 
expected to be derived from this provision of the bill under 
consideration, should be deemed essential to men of business, 
the legislature, in re-chartering or extending privileges to 
any of the banks of the City and County of Philadelphia, 
already in existence, might make such provision as would 
promote that object, Upon the whole, I am not aware of a 
single circumstance connected with this pill, other than the 
provision above referred to, that takes it out of the general 
scope of the objections contained in the message accompany- 
ing the bill entitled, “An, Act to incorporate the Farmer's 
and Manufacturer’s Bank of Delaware county,” returned to 
the House of Representatives on the 30th ultimo, and to which 
I would respectfully refer the General Assembly. I have 
therefore directed the Secretary of the Commonwealth to 
return it to the House of Representatives in -which it origi- 
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nated, with: my objections, that such further order may be 
taken thereon as the General Assembly may deem expedient.

The Governor having examined and maturely considered 
the Bill entitled ‘An Act to incorporate the People’s bank of 
York county,” and also read with attention the Resolution 
of the two Houses relative to the payment of certain judg- 
ments against the Commonwealth for injuries occasioned by 
the construction of the Pennsylvania Canal, but not approving 
of the same, this day directed the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth, to return the said bill, and resolution to the House 
of Representatives in which they originated with his objec- 
tions and non approval of the same, vizt: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania. 
Gentlemen, 

I have read with attention the “Resolution relative to the 
payment of certain judgments against the Commonwealth 
for injuries occasioned by the construction of the Pennsylvania 
Canal,” and much as I should deprecate a course of proceed- 
ing on the part of the Commonwealth or its officers at variance 
with the wise and just provision of the Constitution of the 
United States which declares “that private property shall not 
be taken for public use without just compensation,” or that 
would vexatiously or wantonly delay individuals who have 
just claims for damages sustained in consequence of injuries 
done to their property by the public works of the State, still 
I cannot divest myself of the opinion, that the State has 

rights also, that are equally entitled to the care and protec- 
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tion of those entrusted with the government of its affairs, 
with those of its citizens individually —I cannot therefore 
give my assent to a legislative act by which the State shall 
be denied the privilege of defending its rights before the 
tribunal to which it has appealed for a fair and impartial 
decision of the suits enumerated in the Resolution, and be 
charged in the very summary manner pointed out by that 
legislative act with the whole amount of the claims mentioned, 
without an opportunity of shewing their exorbitance or in- 
justice. Recurring to the last report of the board of Canal 
Commissioners, I find that their predecessors on the 9th of 
June 1829 directed the acting Commissioner upon the East- 
ern division, to cause the principal part in amount of the 
unsatisfied judgments against the Commonwealth in the Com- 
monpleas of Dauphin county to be removed to the Supreme 
Court. It appears further by the same report, that the board 
on the 25th day of September 1830, having viewed the premises, 
made an attempt under the provisions of the sixth section 
of the Act of the sixth April 1830, to compromise the cases 
depending in Dauphin county or a number of them, and with 
a view to put an end to litigation, offered larger sums to the 
claimants in the Spirit of compromise, than they themselves 
believed to be a fair compensation for all the injuries sus- 
tained, which attempt, with the exception of a single case 
proved abortive. The board state, as ground for directing 
the causes, which by some neglect of the acting Commis- 
sioner, had not been removed under the order of the board 
of 1829 to be removed during the last year—that the Judg- 
ments, as they express it, were not legal judgments, as they 
express it, were not legal judgments, and that they were 
satisfied that the amount awarded in a number of cases 
exceeded a fair valuation of the injuries sustained by the 
parties, when the advantages of the Canal are taken into 
consideration, and was much greater than the amount paid 
and agreed to be paid to others in like circumstances, and 
that the payment thereof would be making unfair distinctions 
between Citizens claiming compensation for similar injuries.— 
It appears therefore, from what has actually taken place, 
that their has been no disposition on the part of the Officers 
of government to protract litigation; offers of compromise 
were made and rejected, and believing as the board of Canal 
Commissioners did, that the damages in most of the cases 
were excessive and exorbitant, and that the interests of the 
Commonwealth required an appeal to the only tribunal to 
which they could apply for a just decision between the parties, 
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as faithful Officers and guardians of the public interests in 
this behalf, they made their appeal, and having full confidence 
in the tribunal to which they have appealed, that justice will 
be done, as well to the Commonwealth as to the claimants, 
I feel desirous that the cases enumerated in the resolution, 
should remain where they are now pending, in order that 
they may receive a fair and impartial trial and adjudication. 
I feel myself constrained, therefore, to withhold my approval 
of the said resolution, and have directed the same to be re- 
turned to the House of Representatives in which it originated, 
with the reasons for my dissent, for the further action of the 
General Assembly thereon, should they deem it expedient, 
Geo: Wolf.

ment so extraordinary, was scarcely to have been expected, 
even under the present deranged state of the money market ; 
but whilst we may regret that a combination of circumstances, 
so unpropitious and discouraging in their character and bear- 
ing upon the important interests of the Commonwealth should 
exist, it is at the same time gratifying to kriow, that the 
causes in which they originated are not ascribable to any 
depression of the credit of the state; to any want of punc- 
tuality in meeting its engagements; in the payment of interest 
on its debt or to any mismanagement on the part of those 
to whom he had intrusted the charge and administration of 
its fiscal and other concerns. I infer this from the fact that 
if such cause had existed, its notoriety would long since have 
been made manifest. It is said by those conversant with 
those matters, and whose opportunities of acquiring correct 
information on the subject entitles them to belief that Penn- 
sylvania Stocks are in as good credit, and maintain as high 
prices in foreign market now as they have done at any time 
heretofore. To what cause are we then to look for the 
difficulties which embarrass on every side? It must be owing 
to extraneous circumstances, unconnected with the Common- 
wealth or its transactions over which it has no control. We 
must be indebted it is presumed for this unpropitious state 
of things to the existing excitement and alarm got up in re- 
lation to a supposed general state of pressure, distress and 
embarrassment, said now to be prevalent in the money mar- 
ket and about which we hear so much. All confidence in the 
currency of the country is said to be destroyed, that banks 
as well as individual capitalists are unwilling to adventure 
upon speculations or investments of any kind, or to part with 
their money upon any terms. Various causes have been as- 
signed for this alarming state of things all more or less plaus- 
ible, Among others it is said that the removal of the public 
deposites from the bank of the United States, by the General 
Government, has been the means of producing all the mis- 
chief and pressure under which the country is now labouring : 
and yet many of the friends of that institution admit that a 
restoration of the deposites is not necessary to the relief of 
the money market. Whatever other causes may exist it cannot 
be disguised that we have amongst us a powerful, monied 
institution which is at this time seeking by all the means of 
which it is capable to accomplish certain objects indispensable 
to its existence; and having an energetic a firm and unbend- 
ing antagonist to contend against all its energies and all its 
powers (and they are of no ordinary character) have been 
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put in motion to defeat his measures and to frustrate his 
designs in relation to it. 

It can searcely be doubted from the course of operations 
that institution has been pursuing for some time past 
(whether justifiable or not I will not undertake to determine) 
that the State is indebted in a great measure for its dis- 
appointments heretofore, and for the failure to obtain its loan 
on Saturday last. Whether by bringing indiscriminate ruin 
and distress upon an unoffending community by the Bank is 
the most certain mode of obtaining a return of the public 
deposites, a renewal of its charter or an extension of time to 
wind up its business, is a question for those who have the 
direction and management of its affairs, to determine. A 
milder and more liberal course might have been attended with 
more favourable results. The State of Pennsylvania may be 
crippled and embarrassed in her pecuniary arrangements and 
paralized for a time in her efforts to complete her great chain 
of improvements, by the depressing policy of the Bank, but 
that is no reason why we should despair of the Common- 
wealth; our public works may languish for a season, but will 
not be suffered to languish long: the resources of the State 
are ample; her credit is unimpaired; her publie stocks 
although under a monetary depression at home: are: highly 
acceptable abroad, and will before long be as eagerly sought 
after by the capitalist as ever; the crisis in our pecuniary 
affairs. must soon arrive if we. have not already reached it— 
the: clouds of distress and. despondency which have been in 
my humble estimation inconsiderately and needlessly brought 
upon: us must soon be removed, and a happy change and a 
more prosperous era must inevitably await us. In the mean 
time the balance of the old loan for which no offer was ob- 
tained on Saturday last, will be again placed in the market 
and continued there untill it shall have been negociated, I 
would take this oceasion respectfully to recommend to the 
consideration of the General Assembly the propriety of passing 
a-law forthwith authorizing a call upon the several State 
Banks which by their charters are bound to loan to the Com- 
monwealth, five per cent of their Capital actually paid in for 
a compliance of that provision part of this sum to be applied 
to the payments. of debts of the Commonwealth, due to con- 
tractors upon the public works, and the residue thereof to be 
made applicable to repairs along the lines of the public im- 
provements. The board of Canal Commissioners will give the 
necessary information in reference to the sum that ought to be 
made applicable to each object. An immediate suspension of 
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the work upon the several lines of improvement, until the 
loan first mentioned shall have been negociated, will be indis- 
pensable. Permit me also respectfully to urge upon the con- 
sideration of the General Assembly the propriety of authoriz- 
ing a loan of such a sum as will sufficient to finish the public 
works now in progress at least; for although the prospect is 
gloomy, and the money market may continue to be embar- 
rassed for a time, yet that gloom and that embarrassment may 
pass away like a mist before the morning sun, and our pe- 
cuniary affairs may take a turn so favourable, as to enable 
us not only to obtain a loan upon advantageous terms, but 
also to complete the works alluded to, before ae end of. the 
coming season.

The Bank proposed to be established, 
however, by the bill now under consideration, is intended to be 
located in the extreme North Western part of this State, re- 
mote from any monied institution within the State, and is 
intended to accomodate a community, consisting of a hardy 
industrious, and enterprising yeomanry, engaged in the profit- 
able but labourious business of lumbering, which is said to 
require a greater Capital to carry it on successfully, than can 
be furnished by individual means, and exposes those engaged 
in it, to the oppressive, usurious, exactions of the banks and 
brokers of a neighbouring state—To afford relief to this 
yaluable class of citizens, from the oppressive conduct on the 
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part of those to whom they are obliged to apply for accommo- 
dations of which they complain, and to extend to them the 
same facilities, to enable them to conduct their business suc- 
cessfully, which are enjoyed by their fellow citizens in other 
parts of the State, I deem it ian act of justice to them to ap- 
prove the said bill, and directed the Secretary to return the 
same to the house of Representatives in which it originated.

A Certificate of the election of Joseph Ritner, as Governor 
of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, agreeably to the 
constitution of the said commonwealth, signed by the speaker 
of the Senate, and by the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, was presented to the Governor elect, who thereupon 
was introduced by a joint committee of both Houses of the 
Legislature, in joint meeting in the chamber of the House 
of Representatives, where being seated in front of the Speakers 
of both Houses, the oaths required by the constitution and 
Laws of the commonwealth were administered to him, in 
due form, by the Speaker of the Senate, in the presence of the 
members of the Senate, and the Speaker and Members of the 
House of Representatives, and the said oaths were subscribed 
by him. 

Proclamation of the said election, having been duly made 
and the Governor being duly qualified as aforesaid, he ad- 
dressed both Houses of the Legislature, in joint meeting in 
the following words, to wit. 

Fellow Citizens, 

The people of the State have intrusted to me, for the en- 
suing three years, the performance of the duties of the Hxec- 
utive Department of the Government. I accept the trust 
with the profoundest gratitude for the honor conferred, and 
the most unfeigned diffidence of my ability to fulfil its various 


| 
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and important duties, in such a manner as to meet their just 
and reasonable expectations. 

The office of Chief Magistrate of a large and growing com- 
munity, is at all times one of much responsibility. Most espe- 
cially is it so at the present juncture in Pennsylvania. Ques- 
tions of great moment, many of them novel, and all intimately 
connected, with the feelings and interests of the people, de- 
mand his care and attention. 

Perhaps a selfish caution, would on those subjects indicate 
silence as the safest course for one just entering on the 
office of Chief Magistrate. But he who assumes that station, 
is called to it, not for the purpose of consulting his own con- 
venience, or his own feelings but the wishes and prosperity 
of the whole community. It cannot be supposed that I have 
entered upon it without having previously adopted certain 
leading principles, for the regulation of my Executive conduct. 
To an early knowledge of them, my fellow citizens have an 
undoubted right. 

And before entering upon questions of more immediate in- 
terest to us as citizens of this State, I would desire it to be 
distinctly understood, that I possess a proper estimate of the 
importance of Pennsylvania, both as a State, and as a member 
of the great national family. While the rights and feelings 
of every part of the Union will be scrupulously respected, and 
its perpetuation and honor, cordially promoted, I shall not 
consent to sacrifice the interests of Pennsylvania, to propi- 
tiate power, or conciliate favor in any quarter, however high 
and influential. 

Among subjects of State policy, there is one of most promi- 
nent interest, The great system of Internal improvement, in 
which we have been for years engaged, has incumbered the 
resources, and deranged the finances of the Commonwealth ; 
produced new, but as yet nearly untried channels for business, 
and springs to private enterprise: and materially affected 
the occupations and interests of the people. The cares and 
duties of those who administer the Legislative and Executive 
Departments of the Government are in the same proportion 
increased. Sound policy demands, that operations which have 
thus shaken the old order of things, and that public works 
which have cost so much, should as speedily as possible, be 
made to answer the great object for which they were originally 
designed—the public good. To accomplish it. the most vigorous 
measures and the most rigid economy, are absolutely neces- 
sary, and will be enforced. Every exertion will be made to 
give energy a certainty, to a system, which as yet has ex- 
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hibited little more than a doubtful promise of utility, com- 
mensurate with the scarafices. made for its accomplishment. 

With the vast debt already contracted before us, prudence 
would forbid the undertaking of any new, separate and in- 
dependent work, until those now in operation and in progress, 
prove by actual experience to be capable of sustaining them- 
selves, and furnish evidence, that they will in a reasonable 
time, extinguish their original cost, without resort to taxa- 
tion. But where further extension of the public works are 
necessary, to render those already made, or in progress, profit- 
able and beneficial, economy and sound policy, and a just 
regard for the interests of the people, would require such 
extension, to be authorized and completed. 

Next in order to the developement and care of the physical 
resources of the Commonwealth, though of vastly higher 
moment in itself, is the cultivation of its mental energies. 
A System of Common School education, has been recently 
commenced. It will afford me sincere pleasure to co-operate 
with the Legislature, in the attempt to give it real usefulness, 
by adapting it to the wants and feelings of the people. 


The permanency of a Republic, depends on the virtue of 
its citizens, Whilst they are virtuous and intelligent, the acts 
of their agents will be restrained, and directed to the public 
good, which is the only legitimate object of all governments. 
Industry and economy in all the transactions and conduct 
of individuals, are the principal promoters of that inde- 
pendence of character, and of that virtue, on which so far 
as mere human agency avails, depends the existence of a 
government, republican, not solely in name, but in reality. 
It is therefore the imperative duty of those in authority, to 
protect the weak against the powerful, and to foster and 
encourage the laborious, the industrious, and the economical, 
in every class in society. To the performance of this duty, 
I pledge the co-operation of the Executive branch of the 
government, 

The maintenance of a sound currency, is one of the most 
dificult but indispensable duties of those who administer the 
government, in a community possessing such various inter- 
ests, as that to which we belong. Convenience, and that 
consideration alone, has caused the substitution of paper 
money for specie. The idea that money was to be made by 
speculating on the inconvenience of a metalic currency; or 
that paper money was to be created, merely to enable a few 
to realize large sums, by turning the act of its creation to 
their own account, never for a moment, entered the minds of 
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those who first adopted this useful and valuable expedient. 
Their object was the obtainment, of a representative, possess- 
ing all the utility and value, without any of the inconvenience 
of the thing represented. In this point of view, the increase 
of the substitute, beyond the actual value and amount of its 
principal, is a fraud upon the public. The man who takes it 
in payment for his labor, his goods, or his land, is cheated. 
My object will therefore be, on the one hand to confine, as 
far as in me lies, the amount of paper money, within the 
bounds just stated; while on the other, public accommoda- 
tion and the demands of business, will be consulted. 

The exercise of the appointing power, is a task of much 
delicacy. The present constitution, has entrusted it to the 
judgment and discretion of the Chief Magistrate. His object 
should be the selection of officers, who will advance the com- 
fort and prosperity of all, by a faithful, honest, and efficient 
discharge of their duty. While the power remains in my 
hands, that object will be kept in view. 

The supremacy of the laws, and the equal rights of the 
people, whether threatened or assailed by individuals, or by 
secret Sworn associations, I shall so far as may be compatible 
with the Constitutional power of the Executive, endeavor to 
maintain, as well in compliance with the known will of the 
people, as from obligations of duty to the commonwealth. 
In these endeavors I shall entertain no doubt of zealous co- 
operation, by the enlightened and patriotic legislature of the 
State. The people have willed the destruction of all secret 
societies, and that will cannot be disregarded. 

In the attempt to render the power of the Laws equal and 
Supreme over all, that certainty in their operation, which 
is so essentially conducive to the prevention of crime, should 
be also kept in view. In a community possessing a criminal 
code so proverbially mild, and a mode of trial so fair and 
open, as that to which we belong: the pardoning power should 
be rarely and with extreme caution interposed. I trust I shall 
be enabled in the use of it, to listen only to the demands of 
public justice, and the general good. No consideration aris- 
ing from feelings of mere pity, or from respect of person or 
station, shall influence my conduct. /When punishment is cer- 
tain, crime decreases, and then only may the severity of the 
laws, with safety be still further mitigated. 

I enter upon the discharge of the arduous duties of the 
office of Governor, with the constitutions which I have just 
sworn to support, as the guide, and the prosperity of the 
people of Pennsylvania, as the object of my labors: relying 
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upon the Legislature for aid, in my endeavors to serve our 
common constituents, and upon the candor and liberality of 
my fellow citizens, to excuse the unintentional and unavoid- 
able errors that may occur in my administration of the gov- 
ernment. That those errors may not be permanently injurious 
to my native state, is my sincere prayer to that Being, on 
whom alone sure reliance can be placed, and from whom 
cometh that wisdom which cannot err.

A Proclamation. 


Whereas the Speaker of the Senate, and Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, have duly Certified, that 
the said Speaker of the Senate, did on the seventh day of 
December instant, in the Chamber’ of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in the State Capitol at Harrisburg, open and pub- 
lish the returns of thd late election of a Governor of the 
said commonwealth, in the presence of both Houses of the 
Legislature. conformably to the Constitution of the said Com- 
monwealth, and that upon counting the votes by a Teller ap- 
pointed on the part of each House it appeared that Joseph 
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Ritner, had a majority of votes: Whereupon the said Joseph 
Ritner, was declared to have been duly elected, Governor. of 
the said Commonwealth, and having first taken the oaths of 
office, was accordingly on this fifteenth day of December, pro- 
claimed Governor thereof. 

Now in pursuance of the power and trust to the Governor of 
this Commonwealth, by the Constitution and laws granted and 
confided, and for preventing all failures in the administrations 
of Justice, I, the said Joseph Ritner, have deemed it expedient, 
to issue this Proclamation, hereby confirming and continuing 
all appointments made, and all commissions heretofore law- 
fully issued, for the term of four months from the date of 
these presents, unless the said appointments and commis- 
sions, shall be sooner superseded and annulled.—And I do 
further direct and enjoin, all public officers, engaged in the 
several Departments of the government, to proceed with dili- 
gence and fidelity, in the performance and execution of their 
respective stations, so as most effectually to promote and 
secure the interest, peace and safety of the Commonwealth.
